At first, the egg occasion of the] 
sun’s entrance was the symbol of 
the resurrection. This is the real 
origin of the Easter egg of the Greek 
and Roman Churches The Roman 
Church brought it into England, 
and from there it has spread all] 
over the civilised world. 

Why we Wear New Clethes on Easter 
In some countries ith*s long been 
considered unlucky to omit wearing 
new clothes on Easter Day. In 
tain oountry places, in Europe, all 
the young people go to the nearest 
market town to buy some new arti¬ 
cle of dress or personal adornment, 
as otherwise they believe that birds, 
notably rooks or cranes, will spoil 
their clothes.

Each Canadian drinks _ over four 
pounds of tea per year, or practically 
five times as much as our American 
cousins to the south of us. Great Bri¬ 
tain (including Northern Ireland) 
leads the world in point of consump¬ 
tion by using yearly over 400 million 
pounds (nearly 8 % pounds per 
capita). Then comes the United 
States with 100 million, but only ntne- 
tenths of- a pound per capita. ' Next 
comes Australia with 49 million, and 
Canada with 36 million. No reliable 
statistics are available for China or 
Russia. Both these countries consume 
a large amount of tea, but the per 
capita is very small. A great deal 
more tea would be used on this con¬ 
tinent if the public were educated to 
demand fresh tea. Old tea is flat and 
unpalatable. Tea is a very delicate 
vegetable growth, which deteriorates 
unless kept sealed. A bottle of gin¬ 
ger ale soon loses its flavor if exposed 
to tile air. This is exactly what oc-

General Motors Cover 
Employees With Co-op¬ 
erative Group Insurance 


More than 99 per cent of the em¬ 
ployees of General Motors of Can¬ 
ada, Limited, already have taken 
advantage of the co operative group] 
life insurance recently made avail-] 
able through the largest group pol¬ 
icy ever written. 

Under this plan, which covers| 
both General Motors of Canada, 
Limited, and the General Motors 
corporation, the employees now 
carry life insurance to a total value 
of $162,000,000. The policies, li-| 
mited to $1,000 each, cost the em¬ 
ployee only 60 cents per month, 
the remainder of the premium being 
paid by the company. 

Policies now are carried by more 
than 3,600 office and factory work¬ 
ers of both sexes at Oshawa and by 
600salesmen scattered throughout! 
the Dominion. The great expense 
of sharing this premium cost with 
the policy holders is regarded by 
the executives as a profitable in-] 
vestment because of the resulting] 
improvement in both the economic 
status and industrial stability of 
the workers. 

When an employe exercises the] 
insurance privilege within 31 days 
after becoming eligible, a policy is 
granted without physical examina¬ 
tion. Employees are eligible after 
three months of service. Besides ] 
giving $1,000 life insurance, the 
policies also provide for payment of 
20 equal monthly instalments of 
$51<04 if the insured should become 
permanently disabled before reach¬ 
ing the age of 60. An employee] 
who leaves the company may oou- 


vert his group policy into standard 
life insurance without physical ex¬ 
amination. 

During the first month in which 
the group insurance was in opera-1 
tion, General Motors of Canada, 
Limited, paid the entire 30-day 
premium, all employees being au¬ 
tomatically covered. The $1,000] 
face of his policy was paid the fam¬ 
ily of one Oshawa employee who 
died during the first month without 
having paid a single premium.

21 swine clubs were functioning 
successfully in the Province. Of 
these eight operated in the Dominion 
Atlantic Railway territory.

Third class passengers, the 
majority of whom were immigrants 
ew settlers, accounted for over 
123,000. An outstanding feature of 
travel has been the development of 
tourist third class accommodation. 
Approximately 7,100 passengers of 
this kind were carried eastbound 
across the Atlantic from Canada 
and 8,660 transported westbound 
during 1926, making a grand total 
of this kind of travel of 16,760 
for the year.
